The county commissioners 


promptly offered a reward of $1.000 for 
the discovery of the murderers. And de- 
tectives from Cincinnati were at once 
telegraphed for. The old folks had 
more than $300 in the house, and the 
impression is that the murderer knew 
this, and, while searching for it, was 
overheard by Mr, and Mrs. McVey, who 
got up to try and save their property. 


Three men have been arrested, But as 


yet no satisfactory clew has been found. 
The fact that the old people were killed 
when their age and feebleness rendered 
such Ja step unnecessary, leads to the 
inference that the murdeier was a per- 
son whom they knew, and wild killed 
them to cover up his tracks. No doubt 
the girl wou'd have been killed if she 
had been discovered.

A New Conterfeit. 


A process has been discovered, i _ 


which ordinary wood has impartedito, it 
the appearance of walnut . Adapted i to 
the finest cabinet work. The wood, first 
thoroughly dried and warmed, is coated 
once or twice with a liquid composed, of 
one part, by weight, of extract of wal- 
nut peel dissolved in six parts of soft 
water by heating it to boiling and stir- 
ring. The wood thus treated is, when 
half dry, brushed with a solut.on of one 
part, by weight, of bichromate of pot- 
ash in five parts boiling water, and af- 
ter drying thoroughly, is rubbed and 
polished. 
The color is said to be fixed 


in the wood to the depth of one or two 
lines, and in the case of red beech or 
alder, the walnut appearance is said to 
be perfect.

cy of the weather were more than repaid 
by having the opportunity of hearing one 
of the most philosophical and thoughtful 
lectures ever delivered in Decatur. It 
would be impossible to give even a syn- 
opsis of Mr. Baker'a maaterly effort, with- 
out transcending the limits of our space.
